BARS SAWED OFF AND A FIFTEEN-FOOT 
WALL SCALED. 


Hugh O'Donnell, the Homestead Strike 

_ Leader, Held Without Bail for Con- 
spiracy to Murder—Robbers Shoot a 
Chicago Pawnbroker—A Railway Con- 
ductor Assaulted—Crime Record. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 24.—At6o’clock 
this morning Jaller John Cawthea unlocked 
the door into the airing-room of the Monroe 
County Jailand madethe startling discov- 
ery that seven of the most notedand most 
, Gesperate prisoners that were confined ior 
safe keeping within the walls of that institu- 
tion had made their escape. On entering the 
‘Airing-room, into which all the ceils on the 
first floor open, he noticed that the door of 
tell No. 1, immediately at his left,was stand- 
ing ajar. The cell had been occupied by 
‘Olarence Tear, but Tear was nowhere to be 

seen and the confused condition ofthe bed- 
clothing and contents of the cell showed that 
the man had broken away from restraint. 
Jailer Cawthea at once gave the alarm and 
Sheriff Davy and the depaties residing at the 
jail were soon intheairing-room. Then the 
tour of investigation commenced. It was 
not known as yet that Tear had made his 
escape from the buliding or that more jail 
birds were out oftheir cells, After stopping 
to look at Tear’sempty cell the party went 
hurriedly along the corridors arousing occu- 
pants of each cellto make sure that they too 
had not broken out into the body of the jail. 
The upper corridors were found quiet and 
the prisoners seemed to all have been peace- 
fully sleeping. ‘On the first flodr, however, 
it was different. 

Cell No. 3, the second below Tear’s, was 
locked, but its former occupant, the well- 
known criminal, Eugene Day, was not 
within. 

In No. 4, where Richard Gardner was lo- 
cated, the bed clothing was covered neatly 
and carefully over adummy. Neither of the 
prisoners was to be seen, and the Sheriff and 
deputids proceeded with care, not knowing 
but the prisoners had planned and organized 
a break which lookedto the killingof the 
first men inthe corridors this morning and 
taking their keys from them, as was at- 
tempted some weeks ago. 

Cells Nos. 8 and 9, in which Robert Col- 
brook and James Crawford, convicted of 
robbery, had been corralled, were locked, 
butempty. As the party proceeded on their 
tour of examination they were greeted by 
taunts from the prisoners, who looked from 
the bars of their cells, and the Sheriff was 
now fully aware that the jail break had been 
a most serious one, but it was hoped that 
the men were in the lower gallery behina the 
tier of cells, and had failed to make their 
escape from the building, 

John Davis of No. 25 tad also puta dummy 
in his cot, while John Smith, charged with 
robbery, who had been confined in No. 26, 
Was gone and his room showed that he had 
not slept in his cot at all. The other prison- 
ers were found in their proper cells. The 
party went cautiously to the lower gallery, 
and on rounding a corner of the gallery at the 
end of the building the iron cased window 
was found to be open and two bars sawed. 
On the floor lay an fron rip and this told 
the story. When the men reached the 
outside of the building they were obliged to 
drop about twenty feet. This landed them in 
the yard of the jail and they were then 
obliged to scale a fifteen-foot wall, which was 
@ sinall matter to men who had escaped from 
a portion of the Monroe County Jail, from 
which a prisoner never before gained his 
liberty by cutting his way out. Up to noon 
none of the prisoners have been retaken. 
Following are the names of the prisoners and 
the crimes for which they were committed: 

Tear, charged with having committed 
burglaries in Lyons and Canandaigua. 

Richard Gardner, one ofthe Dengler high- 
way robbers, recently brought from Mich- 
igan, where he had been serving time. 

Eugene Day, companion of Gardner in the 
Dengler robbery. 

John Davis, charged with assault. 

John Smith, charged with larceoy. 

James Crawford and Robert Colbrook, two 
boys, charged with breaking into churches. 


ASSAULTED A CONDUCTOR. 
OMARA, Neb., Sept. 24.—J. L. Aylesworth, a 
traveling man from Chicago, was arrested at 
the Union Depot for assaulting a conductor 
on the Rock Island, Silver special. Ayles- 
worth had just received a telegram from 
home to the effect that his child was dying. 
He had a ticket over the Burlington, but the 
last train over that line had pulled out. 
Aylesworth then waited for the Rock Island 
train which leaves here at 2:05a.m. The 
conductor refused to carry him and the half- 
crazed father drew a knife and undertook to 
enforce his demands. He was overpowered 
and turned over tothe police, who will put 
him on bourd the Burlington train at9a. m., 
if he is rational enough atthat time. He is 
now very much distracted. 


MYSTERIOUS POISONING. 

CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 24.—A mysterious case 
of wholesale milk poisoning is undergoing 
examination by the heaith authorities. Be- 
- tween forty and fifty persons in different lo- 

lities in the central portfon of the city were 
yesterday afternoon seized witn all the 
symptoms of arsenical poisoning after hav- 
ing drank milk, So far as the investigation 
has gone it appears that the poisoned milk is 
traced to two dairymen, whose milk was sold 
from two groceries. It does not appear that 
milk from those dairies delivered at other 
places in the city was poisonous. The vic- 
tims all recovered, but were very sick and 
weak from severe vomiting, Warrants will 
be issued for the arrest of the dairymen and 
every effort be made to ascertain the cause of 


the mystery. 


SHOT BY ROBBERS. 
CHICAGO, Ill., Sept. 24.—C. H. Eddlestein, a 
pawnbroker, was fatally shot last night by 
one of three unidentified men who were evi- 
dently bent on robbing the paywn-shop. One 


of them asked to be showna coatand the 
others bevan to help themselves to various 
articles and were ordered out by Eddelstein. 
Before leaving one of them puta revolver to 
the pawnbroker’s breast and sent a et 
through bis right lung.

LABOR NEWS. 


Homestead Mill Strikers Still Confident 
of Victory. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., Sept. 24.—The locked-out 
men have received their first benefitsfrom the 
Amalgamated Association. Nearly $10,000 
was sent to Homestead to be paid to the men 
and itis stated that fully one-half of this 
amount was given to.members of the me- 
chanical departments who struck 
out of sympathy with the locked-out 
men. It is really surprising how 
confident of victory the men are growing. 
Two weeks ago they were all very bDiue ;to-day 
there is not a man in Homestead whodoesn’t 
feel that victory is certain. Pay day for the 
Amalgamated Association men is also pay 
day at the mill, and about $60,000 is dis- 
triputed amongthe non-union men. This is 
within $20,000 of the amount paid Defore 
whenthe mill was running in full. There 
are no more desertions reported, and several 
steel workers have come in. 

It was decided to-day by Adjt.-Gen. Green- 
Jand after a conference with Gen. Wiley, who 
isin command of the troops at Homestead, 
thatit would be unwise to remove alithe 
military at this time. Therefore the S8ix- 
teenth Regiment will continue todo duty at 
Homestead for a while longer. 


Reducing Production.

THE CITY CUT OFF FROM THE REST OF 
THE WORLD. 


Ships’ Crews Refuse to Take Their Vessels 
to the Stricken City-—Berlin’s Foul 
Spots Inviting the Piague—No New 
Deaths or Cases Reported in New 
York. 


HAMBURG, Sept. 24,—Affairs in Hamburg 
are improving a little, but the total number 
of funerals of cholera victims, which took 
place on Tuesday and Wednesday, were 600, 
as against 200 on Saturday. The funeral 
traffic is so great that it is proposed to bulid 
a temporary railway to the Ohldstorf Ceme- 
tery, so as to facilitate the transportation of 
bodies and to shorten the time occupied by 
the ordinary methods. The extent of the 
panic causea by the epidemic in Hamburg 
is shown by a letter which the Burgomaster 
of a town in East Russia recently sent 
to a citizen of Hamburg, who it 
had been learned intended to visit the town 
in question. In his communication the 
Burgomaster earnestly prayed the Ham- 
burger on behalf of the excited citizens of 
the town which he represented, to either 
postpone or abandon altogether his inten- 
tion to make the proposed visit. <A further 
case in point is where a commercial traveler 
was expelled from Velton because a Ham- 
burg label was found on his boxes. Despite 
the man’s protests thatit was an old label, 
and that he could prove that he had not been 
in Hamburg since the outbreak of the 
plague, the authorities refused to allow him 
toremainin the place, and he was com- 
pelled to leave the town immediately. 

The Hamburger Borsenhali says it notes with 
satisfaction that the German people display 
shame atthe inhuman treatment accorded 
Hamburg in certain quarters. It appeals 
touchingly tothe people to continue their 
good will towards the stricken city and thus 
enable Hamburg to resume her regular trade 
and commerce, Otherwise, the paper de- 
clares, the citizens willstarve. The Borsenhali 
adds that those merchants are wrong who 
think they can free themselves from their 
obligations by a ransom inthe formof a gift 
of money. 

Eighty-four cases of cholera occurred here 
yesterday. The deaths numbered thirty- 
seven. The returns issued for yesterday con- 
tain thirty-fiVe new cases and nineteen 
deaths that occurred prior to Friday. 


WON’T SHIP FOR HAMBURG. 

LONDON, Sept.24.—The British bark Bayard, 
Capt. Richards, trom Pisagua May 25, arrived 
at Queenstown to-day and there received or- 
ders to proceed to Hamburg. When the 
crew learned that their vessel was bound for 
a cholera port they refused to sail in her and 
demanded that they be discharged at Queens- 
town, Argument was of no avail, forthe 
crew steadfastly refused to take Be 
bark to Hamburg. Capt. Richards 
thereupon engaged (fifteen seamen at 
Queenstown to replace his oid crew, 
offering them $40aplece to man the Dark. 
This money he declared he would deduct from 
the wages of the old sailors. Whentold that 
they were to be compelled to pay for anew 
crew they were greatly enraged, They 
armed themselves with marline spikes, hand 
spikes, pins and capstan bars and threatened 
that ifthe new men who were alongside the 
vessel came over the side they would kill 
them. The men fromthe shore did not pro- 
pose to run this risk even for the large wages 
offered ,or a short voyage, and they refused 
to go aboard the bark. Capt. Richards 
thereupon had his crew arrested and ar- 
raigned for mutiny. 

lt was only a few days ago that asomewhat 
similar case was reported. The ship Alladin 
was lying at Falmouth ready to sail for Ham- 
pburg when the mate and eighteen of the 
crew refused to goin her. The Captain tried 
to induce them to take the ship to Cuxhaven, 
but they declared that that place was also 
fected with cholera and refused to proceed 
there. The Captain took legal proceedings 
against his men under section 243 of the mer- 
chants’ shipping act, but he was defeated, 
the court holding that although Cuxhaven 
had not been declared an infected port, cases 
of cholera had occurred there, andit there- 
fore released the seamen from all. lability 
under the articles they had signed. The 
owners of the ship announced their intention 
to appeal from this decision, as the question 
is an important one to the shipping trade. 
Shipmasters and owners are awaiting with 
interest the decision in the caso of the crew 
of the Bayard. 

The steamer Esperanza arrived at Hull 
from Hamburg. One hour after she arrived 
her captain was stricken with cholera, and 
was removed to the hospital used for cholera 
patients. The others on board are well.

BELLIN’S PLAGUE SPOTS. 
BERLIN, Sept. 24.—The precautions taken 
by the authorities are so universally obtru- 
sive to the sight and smell that they are cal- 


culated tothrowa new style of hypochon- 
driac alarm. The examination of trains is 
repeated four times between Cologne and 
gerlin. The inspection is of a superficial 
character, but doubtless is adequate. It is 
noticeable how perfunctory the customs 
officials become. They handle baggage as if 
they did not desire to disturb the repose of 
the bacilli. The whole city, especially the 
public office, is redolent of the odor ofa dis- 
secting room. The fallure to comply with 
sanitary rules and regulations is 
punished with a fine if the 
offender is a poor person, by 
imprisonment if the gulity oneis rich. The 
cholera will prove a Doon to Hamburg and 
other large cities ifit leads to the better 
housing ofthe poor. Although it cannot be 
compared with Hamburg, Berlin is deplor- 
ably overcrowded. One case in point isa 
single building which is occupied by 250 
tenants, mostly families. Thirty-six smaller 
dwellings Open off into one passage. The 
windows of these structures are Often stuffed 
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track and her left leg cut off ae 
broken above’ knee 


with rags and paper insteadof being supplied 
with glass. The average size of the rooms is 
16 feet by 10. Some familiesin which there 
are five childfen have only one bed. ‘The 
condition of these Gwellings defies descrip- 
tion. They are full of dirt and vermin and 
are veritabie hotbeds of,flisease. 

In thecountry districtS the state of affairs 
is often worse. Cases are on record of tour 
families, consisting of twenty-two persons, 
occupying asingle small room, divided off 
into sections for the use of the different 
families by chalk lines. All married servants 
on an estate are also housed In one room. 

Areporter who interviewed thirty barge 
men to-day found that eighteen ofthem were 
quite ignorant of the fact that the Spree is 
infected and that warnings had been issued. 
It is feared that the oppressive weather 
is having a bad effect. Many experienced 
people in Hamburg believe that the water is 
not only the principal cause of the 
epidemic. In many parts of the city 
where the same water is consumed not a sin- 
g'e case of cholera has occurred and in sev- 
eral streets only one house has been infect- 
ei. Itis also noticed that the disease has 
ap in more new houses thanold. The 

sease is now raging worst in Hammer. 
brook, @ newly-built suburb of Hamburg, 
This suburb js built on muddy upd whic 
was recovered by dredging. he buildin 
regulations of Hamburg are very deficien 
and the working classes are very neglectful 
of precautions.

A merchant, writing from Persia in regard 
to the cholera epiaemic, says: 

,“*The conduct of Miss Bradford, the Ameri- 
can lady who came to Tauris for the Ameri- 
can Missions, stands forth in such striking 
rellef as to be worthy of note. In the face of 
the general panic, when everybody was de- 
serting the cholera-stricken town,she worked 
with calm, unremitting attention under 
great difficulties, nursing cholera patients 
and eacouragiag others under the 
awful circumstances of the battle 
with the epidemic, It is not an exaggeration 
to state that hundreds of Persians owe their 
livesto the courage and devotion of this 
heroic woman.’’ 

The cholera situation here fs more serious 
to-day than it has beenatanytime. Twelve 
suspicious cases have been taken to the hos- 
pital and one of the patients died in 
a few hours after being admitted. 
The bargeman who was taken to 
the hospital Thursday, and who was thought 
to be recovering, died suddenly last night. 
Prof. Koch says that Stettin isin great dan- 
ger, owing to the fact that the Oddor River is 
infected. Several deaths Trom cholera have 
occurred at Uckermunde, twenty-two miles 
northwest of Stettin. 


ST, PETERSBURG REPORTS. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. $4.—Nineteen new 
cases of cholera and thirteen deaths were re- 
ported yesterday. This is a decrease of fifteen 
cases and an increase of four deaths com- 


pared with the returns on Thursday. Thirty- 
six patientsinthe hospitals recovered and 
were discharged yesterday. 


AT CRACOW. 
Cracow, Sept. 24.—The total number of 
deaths from cholera in this city has been 
five. Allthe other persons attacked by the 


disease have recovered. It {fs hoped that the 
cholera here will soon disappear, as no new 
cases have been reported thus far to-day.

The chronte case will be re- 
moved to the hospita! to-day.~ This is a case 
of chronic bronchitis. At the hospital all 
cases convalescent were discharged this 
morning; one woman and one old man have 
been admitted; all the convalescent patients 
who are from the Normannia will leave. 
camp to-day. 

Cholera case—Mrs. Domiz, convalescent. 

The weather at the campis somewhat im- 
proved to-day. Atan eariy hour the immi- 
grants from the Normannia began thelr 
preparations forleaving camp. The steam- 
boats George Starr and George Moore arrived 
here this morning with several customs 
officials. The customs officials went to work 
inspecting the baggageand passengers, They 
found that the baggage of the immigrants 
was ina horribie condition and wholly 
worthless to the owners and they declare 
thatit oughtto be burned. Fully five hun- 
dred people leave the camp for New York to- 


ay. 

The day dawned bright and clear and aided 
materially in transferring the 500 Normannia 
passengers aboard the steamers John Moore 
and George Starr. They will be landed in 
New York before nightfall if nothing unfor- 
seen occurs. Four customs officers accom- 
paniea the steamer for the purpose of in- 
specting the baggage. Their service was un- 
necessary, however, as the contents of their 
boxes and trunks were ruined in the disin- 
fection process on Hoffman Island, The 
stuff had been repacked before drying, ana is 
almostatotalloss. Everything is torn, rot- 
ted and mildewed. ‘The officers of the camp 
are satisfied that no sickness exists among 
those departing. 

The boards of health of the different States 
to which the released passengers are des- 
tined, have been not!fted from here that the 
immigrants’ must Jeave with clean bills of 
health, 

Commandant-Major Sawtelle ordered that 
every passenger be provided with a good sub- 
stantial meal before leaving here, as 
it will probably be evening before theyjland 
at New York. The tents and rooms which 
are vacated by the passengers lAnded to-day 
are being disinfected and fumigated, ready 
for occupancy by the Rugia 
sengers who are expected here 
Tuesday. All the bedclothes and 
furniture in the rooms will be thor- 
oughly cleaned and the steam laundry Is also 
working to its full capacity. The first steamer 
to leave was the Fletcher, which let go her 
mooring at 11:20 o’clock amid cheers and 
shoucs of those behind, and there was many 
aneye onthe wharf dimmed with tears at 
the severing Of friendships formed on the 


' voyage and during their detention in quar- 


antine which will be remembered throughout 
the lives of the poor people who have passed 
through such aterrible experience as seldom 
falls tothe lotof the average mortal. Sad 
remembrances of the dead they have buried 
at sea and those they leave on shore at Camp 
Low, however,are providentially replaced by 
the joy, which js indescribable, at the 
thought of regaining their freedom after 
what has practically been an imprisonment 
lasting nearly a month, 


THE QUARANTINE SYSTEM, 
WasHnincTos, D. C., Sept. 24.—Surgeon 
Hamilton of the Marine Hospital service, had 
a conference with Secretary Foster and As- 


sistant Secretary Spaulding at the Treausry 
Department to-day in regard to the system 
of quarantine at New York. He reported 
that he had inspected the steamer Adriatic 
and Hermann and that the former was found 
in excellent sanitary condition with no 
sickness on board, but the Hermann 
ha a large number of unclean 
immigrants in her steerage and 
was altogether in bad conaition as to 
cleanliness. On this recommendation the 
Collector at New York was instructed to per- 
mit the landing of the passengers and crew 
of the Adriatic and to send the Hermnan to 
Camp Low for disinfection of baggage and 
passengers. There is no cholera 6n either 
ship and the action in the case 
of the Hermann is merely precautionary. 
It having been represented that several per- 
sons have escaped to shore from ships de- 
tained at quarantine, it was determined to 
require a thorough muster of all persons on 
arriving ships (passengers and crew) by an 
officer of the Marine Hospital Service.

British Newspapers Condemn the Pro* 
posal to Abandon Uganda—Austrian 
Fears Concerning American Tariff Al- 
leyed—Diaz Re-Elected President of 
Mexico—General Foreign News. 


Paris, Sept. 24.—The question likely to give 
the French Cabinet trouble will be the ratif- 
cation of the commercial treaty with Swit- 
zerland, the concessions in which are grant- 
ed on sentimental and friendly grounds and 
will be vigorously opposed by the protec- 
tionist majority. The strongest argument 
against.the treaty is that by virtue of the 
treaty of Frankfort it will benefit Germany in 
amuch larger degree than Switzerland. It 
will, however, save the Cabinet from defeat, 
because the Cabinet will never consent that 
the Government shall failin defense of the 
treaty of Frankfort. Everywhere the treaty 
is considered asa relaxation of the Moline 
policy shownin a weighty utterance from 
Rouen, where a meeting of Norman protec- 
tionists, including promjnent senators and 
Deputies, res ol ved to appeal to the Chamber 
to veto any convention interfering with the 
Moline tariff. 


BRITISH BUDGET. 


PROPOSAL TO ABANDON UGANDA VI GOROUSLY 
CONDEMNED. 


LONDON, Sept. 24.—The Post inan editorial 
this morning protests against whatit says 
is the apparent intention of Lord Roseberry, 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to 
abandon Uganda. The Times, commenting 
onthe same matter, says that the failure of 
the East Africa Co. will be a disgrace to 
England, and. that to avert itthe Govern- 
mentisresponsible. At the same time the 
Government can choose its own method of 
procedure without regard to the company’s 
ypecullar interests. Therefore, the 7 jmes ad- 
vises the company to strain every nerve to 
Save the Cabinet the necessity of arriving at 
any decision in the matter, 

The report that Austin Crowley of Navan, 
County Meath, Ireland, has been appointed 
a magistrate by the Viceroy, Lord Houghton, 
atthe instance of Michael Davitt, M. P., 
proves to bea hoax. No such appointment 
has been made, and somebody has been hav- 
ing fun with Mr. Crowley and the public. 

It has been announced some time ago that 
the old battleship, the Foudroyant, which 
the English captured from the French and 
which subsequently becamethe flagship of 
Admiral Nelson, was to be sold to be broken 
up. Many indignant protests have been 
written againstthe historic warship being 
condemned to such a fate. So strong was 
the patriotic/feeling against the vessel being 
broken up and so many were the suggestions 
made thatthe people buy the Foudroyant, 
that Lord Mayor Evans gave his consent yes- 
terday toopena mansion house fund for the 
purchase of the ship. The vessel has been 
laid up in ordinary for many years. 


MEXICAN MATTERS, 


DIAZ RE-ELECTED PRESIDENT OF THE RE- 
PUBLIC, 


CITY OF MEXICO, Sept. 24.—Ths Chamber 
of Deputies, constituting the Electoral Col- 
lege, has deciared Porfirio Diaz President of 
Mexico for four years dating from the Ist of 
next December. Yellow fever is firmly in- 
trenched at Cordova and Papantla, The 
government of Vera Cruz denies the exist- 
ence of cholera at Mitlain but admits that 
there is yellow fever there. 

The government has decided not to put in 
force sanitary regulations against cholera on 
the northern frontier until cholera has really 
obtained a foothole in the United States, but 
everything is in readiness for work in that 
direction at a moment’s notice, 

It is denied that tnereis cholera at Pachu- 
ca. The Ward Line steamer City of Alexan- 
dria has been detained at Progresso for fum!i- 
gation and disinfection. OCholerine has dis- 
appeared from San Luis Potosi.

‘Ihave determined with almost cockney 
that the lands north of Victoria Inlet are d@« 
tached masses, similar to those known ta 
occur at the southern extremity 
of Greenland. In April, before 
going on my journey across the Ice fields I 
made a complete survey ofthe Englefield 
Guif. Just as soon as possibile! shall make 
my report to the Academy of Naturai 
Sciences, the institution which made it pos- 
sible for me to go on my trip. That will 
take time as the data is very complete, £ 
do not propose to enter into any 
controversy at this or any other time regarda- 
ing the results of my journey of exploration. 
As to the statement that I did not get as far 
north as did Lockwoodjfand Brainard or tbe 
Greely party, it needs no diseussion. Their 
journey was over the ice sea, while my trip 
was inland.’’ 

‘‘How about the stories that there were 
differences among the members of your pare 
ty?’’ was asked. 

‘*There were absolutely no differences 
among the members of the party,’’ answered 
Lieut. Peary emphatically. 

The Lieutenant’s errand at the Academy 
was to store fora time his instruments and 
effects used on thetrip.

KING OF THE OREEK INDIANS. 


Gen. P. Porter Discusses the Choctaw Set- 
tlement—Cherokee Strip Opening. 


Gen. P, Porter of Muscogee, I. T., King of 
the Creek Indians, arrived in the city this 
morning from Evansville, Ind., and Its regis- 
tered at the Laclede. The General was seen by a 
Post-DISPATCH reporter thig morning and his 


opinion was asked as to whether the 
Choctaw Indian trouble had been abated 
with satisfaction to all concerned. ‘‘I re- 
fused totake any partin the settlement of 
this trouble with the Choctaw Indians,’’ re- 
plied the General, who is. looked upon 
as akinginthe Territory on account of his 
generalship in the Indian outbreaks of 
‘Th and ’88, ‘tl presumelI would have been 
called upon had | been in the Territary, but I 
happened to be in Indiana buying some race 
horses and no one in the Territory knew 
where I was and [1 did not take the trouble to 
inform them, as I would have refused 
to bring about a settlement of any kind, 
especially when it was brought about over 
politics. Iread the papers very closely and 
had there been any danger of a serious out- 
break in the Nation ofcourse I would have 
hurried home, but Iam gettingtooold to mix 
up in every fight the white men andthe 
Choctaws get into over politics. I know noth- 
ing about politics myself ani whena fight 
originates overthe subject they can fight it 
out the best way possible, unless it.presented 
a war-like appearance, indicating another 
Indian war, and then, under the circu m- 
stances, I would deom it my duty 
to declare myself.’’ The General is 
powerfully built man, and converses in En- 
glish with the Creek accent, he 
heing a half-breed. de look 
fhr trouble in our country about the middie of 
next summer,’’ continued the General, ‘‘as 
inmyoptnion the Cherakee strip will be 
opened for settiI@ment. The land was pur- 
chased by the Governmen, and ttis tahe 
paid for March 4, 1893, 
and ifIl am not badly mistaken the strip will 
be opened for settlement about the middle of 
thesymmer. The opening will create much 
greater excitement than the opening of Okla- 
homa Territory, as itis larger and the land 
more Valuable, which will create a 
stampede of the thousands who will 
stop at nothing or resart to most anything to 
secure the choicest location. I look for trou- 
ble of a serious nature then, not between the 
Indians and the whites, but between the set- 
tlers themselves. ’’

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HIS LAST ARTICLE. 
MR. CURTIS WROTE ABOUT THE CHICAGO 
CONVENTION JUST BEFORE DEATH, 


- 


The last writing that George William Curtis 
did for Harper's magazine appears in the 
Kditor’s Drawer of that periodical this 
month, Itis an interesting criticism of the 
Chicago Convention. The article follows: 


‘‘Last month the ‘Easy Chair’ advised 
everybody to see a national nominating con- 
vention; but after the experience of this 
year at Minneapolis and Chicago, it seems to 

e probable that the convention will undergo 
fundamental changes. Seven cities contend 
forits presence, not for the sentiment of 
pride and reverence that stimulated the rival 
urban claims to have given birth to Homer, 
but for the purpose ofturninga penny more 
or less honest. Notonly isthe great throng 
supposed to spend 43: ame at hotels and 
small shops, buta building is ereeted with 
accommodations for thousands of spectators, 
each one of whom pays extravagantly for his 
pleasure. and the receipts are appropriated 

y a body of enterprising citizens. 

‘*fhis scheme, however, is not likely ta be 
attempted again after the late experience 
at Cites ga, A huge, formless, ugiy and dls- 
creditable structure was devised called a 
wigwam, which was to be erected witha 
canvas roof, buta few he before the con- 
vention assembled a violent storm swept 
overthe city, tore off the canyas, and, it was 
feared, wrenched the timbers s0 as to breed 
a certain natural sense of insecurity. It was 
doubtful whether the buildiag could be made 
ready, and to allay apprehension it was 
hecessary to publish a certificate that it 
would be safe. The throngs that poured into 
Chicago may be called hordes, and with in- 
cessant music, so called, and shouts and 
endless marching processions a convention 
city does not suggest paradise. 

‘*‘The multitude oecupied the wigwam at 
the appointed hour. The convention itself, 
comprising something less than a thousand 
delegates, filling a central space, around 
which and above which were galleries de- 
signed to hold 20,000 people, a mass which no 
chairman's gavel or voice and no marsnals 
or sergeants-at-arms could control; a weil- 
drilled army ora regiment of armed police 
alone would be able to cope with 
the multitude, Just as the work 
began a tremendous 
burst over the . building. The roof 
was partly open, and there was a pitiful 
struggle to bring the canvas into play asa 
protection. But no resource was adequate. 
The bullding became so dark that there were 
fears of a panic; but electric lights were Lt, 
and under the drip of the rain, so that it was 
necessary to raise umbrellas, and amid the 


| flashing glare of lightning and terrific peals

ofthunder, the deliberations began. 
ably a more uncomfortable, 
and dismal crowd never 
work of such an occasion. 

‘*This condition was repeated every day. It 
wasa week of heatand storms, and it was 
impossible to prevent the leakage. On the 
last night, whenthe angry excitement cul- 
minated, one of electric lights fell, to the ut- 
most consternation of the delegates. Fortu- 
nately no injury was done, but it was a 
fitting climax to the captinuous disasters 
and annoyances of the session, which were 
at once more amusingand more exasperating 
because in noconvention for many a year 
AS tyere probably more angry bitterness of 

eeling. 

**But these untoward incidents might have 
occurred atany great convention. The dis- 
tinction of this Chicago assembly was that it 
exhibited on the greatest scale a mischievous 
tendency, whose possibilities were perceived 
at the first of the great conventions—the con- 
vention of 1860—which met ina wigwam in 
Chicago and nominated Abraham Lincoin. 

**That convention was seated upon a stage, 
and the rest of the bullding was occupied by 
the multitude of spectators. It was, fortu- 
nately, an orderly as well as enthusiastic 
crowd, although it was said, even then, that 
the wigwam was intended to hold an Illinois 
crowd of 10,000to compel the nomination of 
Lmecoln. This yearin Chicago the overpow- 
ering throngs in the galleries of the wigwam 
hadiheirown way. They howled down the 
speaker whom they did not choose to hear. 
They insulted distinguished Gelegates. They 
Shouted and stormed, aad defiled parlia- 
mentary authority and the police. Eminent 
orators denouncea the mob, and the mab 
laughed and jeered. 

‘*The President of the convention, who was 
ascholarly man,as he sat powerless in the 
midst ofthe wild uproar, doubtiess recalled 
the French convention of ’94, when the sans- 
culottes thundered aud shrieked their wiil 
from the galleries, and governed France by 
anarchical madness. The miserable folly of 
nominating thechlef officer of the Republic 
insuch a Senseless pandemonium was evi. 
dent to more than one delegate who did not 
sec the people Ina raging mob. The people 
are the industrious citizens, busy at their 
work allover the land, not the idlers and 
worse of a great city. The orator 
who denounced the crowd as a 
mob of ruffians Spoke for the 
people, and soespecially did Mr. Collins of 
Boston, who introduced a rosolution provid- 
ing that hereafter provision shall be made to 
accommodate the convention andthe press, 
but not the assembiy of a mob to dominate 
the proceedings. 

‘*‘Hereafter, when a city appeals to the 
National Committee of a party for the 
National convention, and promises a build- 
ing that will hold ten or twenty thousand 
people, its claim, for that reason, should be 
rejected pereniptoriiy.’’ 


CUT ROSES, 


How to Ksep Them a Long Time—Filling 
the Rose Jar. 


From Harper’s Young People. 

In cutting roses, a pair of old kid or, still 
better, leather gloves will protect the hands 
against thorns, and a smali sharp Knife, with 
an open basKet to hald the flowers, should be 
provided. Roses or any other flowers should 
hever be gathered while the sunis shining 
on them; it is better to do it in the 
early evening or before the sun _ has 
quite risen, All superfluous follage 
should be trimmed off, and the roses laid 
on a table’ side by side instead of leaving 
themina promiscuous heap for arranging. 
The receptacles that are to hold them should 
be filled with, lukewarm water, each one 
having asmall piece of alum dissolved in it. 
A bitof charcoalis equaHy good and Keeps 
the water fresh, -Alarge pinch of sdltpeter, 
as much as the fingers can grasp, !s also rec- 
ommended, and the same quantity of nitrate 
of soda is still better, as it has been KnOWh to 
preserve flowers of varioug kinds in all their 
Ireshness for two weeks. A tew drops of 
camphor in the water has avery good affect. 

Withany ofthese preservatives the water 
should be changed every day, the ends of 
the stems cut every two or three days, and 
all withered leavesor petalsremoved. Some 
persons are said to have the luck of keeping. 
flowers in water a much longer time than 
others; but the secret of the ‘‘luck’’ is a 
little information of this kind and a willing- 
ness to take trouble, The flowers should be 
handied as little as possibie, and to change 
the water they can De taken out in a mass 
and put back again in nearly the same ar- 
rangement, 

Cut flowers are apt to be overcrowded, too 
many being thrust into one vase, ana this 
prevents them from keeping well, besides 
showing them to only half the aavantage 
that a looser arrangement would. A single 
rose of large size, with its bud and foliage, is 
quite a bouquet in itself, but a clustered mass 
of roses is more effective to some purposes. 
Roses always show to better advantage 
when not mixed with other flowers, and a 
bowl of china or glass is the prettiest recep- 
tacle. Any highly colored ware should be 
avoided, as this spoils the effect of the flow- 
ers. Afringe of their own green leaves in 
perfect condition throws out their beauty,

THE WHITE DEATH. 


A Shifting Flood of Sand Moying Ever In- 
land From the Ocean Shore,

The white death is a naked, gleaming 
shifting flood of sand, moving ever inland 
from the ocean shore inch by inch, foot by 
foot, in huge white waves of glistening grit, 
inexorable as fate, silent as the grave, swal- 
lowing and destroying everything that lies 
before it in its way. 

The wind blows the shifting surface up the 
crest of each towering wave, and over the 
edge ina sparkling mist. Beyond the crest 
the dry mist falls, and so the wave moves 
steadig. resistlessly forward, enveloping all 
things In a universal white, 

Standing at the edge ofa marshy flat, the 
eye looks far away across the level of coarse 
sedge-grass to the white line of the sand hills 
and the black line of pine woodsin the dis- 
tance, Hereand therethe flat is lush and 
green, where shallow lakes, blooming with 
white lillies and blue arrowheads, bathe the 
arid soil; here and there it is burned yellow 
and brown, where the hot, smooth sand, 
stretching in from the ocean shore, drinks 
up water and life, and leaves gall dead. 

That level flat, reaching far away into the 
distance, is like the ee of lifeone hasto 
travel; the biack streak of gloomy pine 
woods is the valley of shadows, and the 
white waving ling of sandis a likeness of 
death;and asin real life, so here—neither 
death nor its shadow looks sinister seen from 
such a distance, 

To travel across the leyel flat is a mimic 
image of the journey of life. The lakes, so 
pretty in the distance, are muddy, and smell 
rank and dank to the nostrils; they are full of 
tadpoles and lizards and crawling things. 
Here and there little deserts of arid sand are 
passed; they burn the soles of the feet, and 
seorch the face with a reflected glare, and 
mosquitoes rise in clouds, like petty troubles, 
to bite and sting. There are quicksands un- 
der the feet where the grass looks the freshest 
and the greenest, and hiding the dead levels 
of sand, a mirage covers the desolation with 
a soulless sheet of visionary water. 

First come the hot black shadows—the 
shadows of the pines—and then the foot- 
hills, as it were, of death. Allis breathless

The air is like the blast 
irom afiery furnace, anda breathless cur- 
tainof silence stretches between the glare 
ofthe sky above andthe whispering white- 
ness beneath. The sliding feet sink deep 
into the shifting surface and the traveler 
stands face to face with Israfael in simile. 

Sothe gates of death are passed and the 
journey ts ended. 

Then suddenly, as the head rises above the 
crest of the last white wave, all is instantly 
transformed. The last hill is climbed w th 
panting breath, and then death itself is left 
behind. 

Beforethe eye there stretches away the 
eternal ocean, a glorious purple sparkling 
with dancing white caps and dotted with 
Shining sails. The ceaseless surf shouts ju- 
bilantly on the beach, andthe cool, pure air 
rushes upward, bathing the hat face like the 
breath of a newer and purer life. ‘he ocean, 
the sails, the rushing breeze all tell of some- 
thing vast and limitless that lies beyond,

The most extraordinary family now living 
in New York is probably that of Edward A. 
Price, head of the importing house of Fred- 
erick Butterfield & Co. and director of the 
Importers’ and Traders’ Bank. It consists of 
Mr. Butterfield, his wife, twelve xgirls and 
one boy. Richard Lathers, now retired from 
business, but once very prominent, has five 
daughters and one son. Ex-secretary and 
ex-Senator William M. Evartsratsed a large 
family of sons and daughters. One,of the 
sons is now assistant United States District- 
Attorney; another, Sherman, is also a law- 
yer, andathirdisan Episcopal clergyman, 
The oldest son, Charles, died last December. 
One of the daughters married Mr. Evarts’- 
law partner, Mr. Beaman, and they have 
also a large famlly. Adrian Iselin, 
banker, has four sons and three daughters, 
One of the latter is the wife of Col. De Lancey 
Kane. 

John L. Liker, who bas made a fortune in 
the drug business, has a family of eight chil- 
dren. 

J. Hooker Hamersley has two daughters 
and an infantson whose birth a few weeks 
ago wasacause of unusual rejoicing, for he

this makes a list of ninety-seven rich or 
prominent men who have had an aggregate 
of 485 children, or an average of exactly five. 
If this proves anything it certainly proves 
that rich men do not have small famllles. 

But the subject may be viewed in a larger 
way. The last Federal census throws some 
light upon it. According to its figures the 
average number of persons toa family in the 
city of New York is 4,84. In the whole United 
States the average is 4.93. In 188) the aver- 
age was 5.(4. In 1850 the average was 5. 45. 
liis would go to show that the sizeof fam!- 
lies is growing smaller, although the popula 
tion of the country is rapidly increasing. 
The word ‘‘family,’’ in the sense that it Is 
used in the census, is, however, mislead- 
ing. It means all the persons living 
in one household, including servants 
and boarders. But this does not make 
the difference that might be supposed. 
In Massachusetts in 1885 the average size of 
the normal family was 4.45, while the size of 
the househoid or the ‘*‘family’’ in the mean- 
ing of the Federal census was only 0,18 per 
cent greater. Taking this Massachusetts 
census as a guide there would appear to be 
an average of about 2% children to every 
family.

Keeping in mind the Federal census, sig- 
nificance of the term family as interpreted 
by the Massachusett§ census, the following 
table ofthe average number of personstoa 
family in the different wards of the city of 
New York, as given by the last Federal cen- 
sus, will be found of interest:

THE DEMOCRATIC PRIMARY. 

That the new primary law permits a 
party committee working in the interest 
of some clique or faction of the party to 
order a primary without giving voters 
time to organize against the delegations 
secretly slated beforehand by committee 
caucuses, has been fully demonstrated by 
the action of the Democratic City Com- 
mittee within the last week. 

The allegation that the date agreed on 
by the committee had been known to all 
concerned for weeks before the order was 
issued is immaterial. The time between 
the date of the official action of the 
mittee and that fixed forthe primary was 
all that was allowed for filing delegations 
and preparing for the contest. It was not 
enough. | 

The supporters of the law probably sup- 
posed that no party would stand any such 
conduct on the part of itscommittee and 
that no committee would dare to act that 
way. 

No party thatis fit tolive will submit 
long to any such disfranchisement at the 
hands its own committee, but 
we see plainly that, regardless of 
its certainly disastrous effects upon

Missouri Teachers’ Complaints. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

A thoughtful person must be astonished 
and mystified at the paradoxical state of 
things relating toour common schools. On 
the one hand we have a State Superintendent 
who, ignoring the work of his predecessors 
in office and rejecting the a!d of his associ- 
ates, Claims that he has wrought revolution, 
and will yet work wonders in educational 
matters. On the other hand, we have the 
great body of teachers, manifestinga variety, 
of emotions and greatly worried about a 
condition of affairs for which they are not 
responsible. The time has surely come when | 


the public should knowthe actual condition 
of schoolinterests, the dangers that threaten 
and the source of all the trouble. 

The State Superintendent studiously avoids 
any advice touching school matters, and lis* 
tening tothe unwise and misleading counsel 
of a few pretended friends who systematic- 
ally and intentionally deceive him, pushes 
forward a narrow and impracticable so- 
called ‘*policy’’ that must result disas- 
trously to school interests. By using the 
large dailies in our cities, and by continually 
placing his picture and his alleged works be- 
fore their readers, heis trying to create the 
impression that by reason of these things, 
the schools are being greatly helped. The 
time has come, we repeat, when the facts 
should be made known andthe evil effects of 
the administration of this misguided man be 
counteracted, 

If matters wore progressing favorably, it Is 
scarcely possible that such scenes as were 
enacted in County institutes during the past 
summer would have been possible. It is at 
besta most gg practice to pass 
resolutions eulogizing any man, whatever 
his office, or any policy, but the State Super- 
intendent sought to have institutes indorse 
his administration and hisinstitute law and 
by insisting upon it brought on unseemly 
wrangles and disputes and in many in- 
stitutes strong resolutions condemnatory of 
both the Superintendent and the law were 
passed. Ifallthe telegrams, circulars and 
letters emanating from the State Snperin- 
tendent and directed to institute conductors 
and County Commissioners, containing

The Superintendent, it must be said to his 
credit, aid not deceive the people of the 
State prior to his election as tohis education, 
for he set forth the facts ina communication 
that was sufficiently explicit, but they had no 
reason to believe from that statement that he 
would place so high an estimate u his 
judgment and ability as would render uhnec- 
essary or impertinent the counsel of the 
ablest teachers in the Stata. 

At the meeting of the State Association at 
Pertle Springs last June, a committee of 
twenty-four was appointed on educational 
policy as to necessary school legislation, etc. 
rhe committee has many able men upon It, 


The State Superintendent 
isa member of that committee, and before 
any steps looking to organization were 
taken he began flooding the _ State 
with circulars announcing what was 
to be done, how it was to be done, and 
when it wastobedone. So far as we know, 
the committee has never met, nas fever or- 
ganized, has never recognized the State 
Superintendent as Chairman, nor asked him 


and yet he has persistently used its name, in 
his own way, for his own purposes, some- 
times calling ft the ‘‘State Heading Circle 
Committee’’ (no such committee was ever 
appointed) and sometimes the ‘*Committee 
ona State Policy of Education.’’ . 

In itsname he has organized a Sub-Com- 
mittee on Reading Circle Work, and in its 
name he will no doubt endeavor to formulate 
some school laws for the consideration of the 
next Legislature. And yet that committee 
has never met, norin any formal was recog- 
nized the right or desire to exist legally. 

We can but wonder that such men as Dr. 
Jesse of Columbia, Osburne of Warrensburg, 
Dobson of Kirksville, and Smith of Sedalia, 
and others equally able, permit matters to 
remain in this condition when, as members 
of the alleged committee, it would seem that 
they should he heard from in person. 
Whether they remain silent or speax out, 
one thing isclear;the State Superintendent 
has not now, and has not had any authority 
to send out letters and circulars ‘‘for the 
committee,’’ nor does he represent the views 
of the members of that committee. 

All this is most unfortunate, and the sub- 
ject is one to be discussed with great re- 
juctance, but the teachers throughout the 
State, upon whom has fallen the full force of 


suggestions, allthe unreasonable exactions 
of the Superintendent, are growing exceed- 
ingly restive. 

Let no one be deceived. The present 
tendency is in the wrong direction, and the 
danger of the situation daily increases. 
Those who hoped to see good judgment and 
sound discretion in the work of the depart- 
ment are sadly despondent, and at best hope 
only to neutralize the evils of the present 
administration.

The Democratic Committee Postpones 
the City Primaries. ‘ 


MOVEMENT STARTED THIS AFTERNOON 
TO HARMONIZE THE FACTIONS. 


Maj. Warner’s Great Chase After a Mis- 
sour! Pacific Train—Fred Walsh Man- 
aging Chureh’s Congressional Race— 
Henry L. Edmunds Explains His Posi- 
tion—News at Headquarters. 


A movement was started this afternoon to 
have the Democratic City Committee recon- 
sider its action and postpone the primaries 
until after Fair week. The matter was taken 
up and a number of the committeemen 
spoke in favor of the plan and 
agreed to signa call for a special meeting of 
the committee. There has been some indig- 
nation expressed at the little time given by 
the committee for the selection of delega- 
tions. In only fourteen out of the twenty- 
eight wards were there opposition dele- 
gations selected. In the other fourteen, 
where the eommitteemen had _e things 
all their own way, at least six are regarded 
as ‘‘push’’ delegations. The caucus story, 
started by the organ of the Noonan wing, has 
created -much ill-feeling all around, and 
to check the dissatisfaction and 
harmonize the factions as much 
as possible the State Democratic 
Committee is particularly interested, fearing 
that the State ticket will suffer if the fac- 
tions get to fighting old battles between now 
and election. The originators of the 
reconsideration movement saw Recorder 
of Voters Carlisle and ascertained 
from him that the legal acvertise- 
ment could be withdrawn and the dates 
selected for the primary and convention 
changed. Acommittee of the harmontizers 
started out late this afternoon toconsult with 
Dr. Lutz, to have him call a special meeting. 
The leaders expected to succeed and have the 
conimittee called together by Monday night. 


PRIMARIES POSTPONED. 

Later—Shortly before 3 o’clock this afternoon 
notice was served on Recorder of Voters 
Cariisie by Chairman Lutz that a 
majority of the Democratic City Central 
Committee had decided to postpone the pri- 
mary election until Oct, 10. The 
notification was received and the call for 
next Friday’s primaries withdrawn, This 
means that there will be three or four dele- 
gations in nearly every ward at the October 
primary.

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GOL NO NEW TRIALS.

Judge Castleman Springs a Surprise on 


Several Attorneys. 


A NUMBER OF MOTIONS FOR REHEARING 
OF GASES OVERRULED. 


The Fact That Judge Normile Did Not 
Live to Pass Upon the Motio1rs Did Not 
Secure New Trials, as Was Expected— 
McDonald’s Assault and Battery 
Charge Against the Police. 


Judge Castleman disappointed several 
prisoners this morning, who expected new 
trials.

the bill of exceptions, which was neces- 
sary to appeal the case, The motion for a 
new trial in each of these cases was over- 
ruled by Judge Castleman. The attorneys 
representing the prisoners were so sanguine 


* the motions would be sustained that they 


didn’t take the trouble to appear in Court to 
argue them. A similar motion had been 
fled in the case of Pat Bresnahan, 
who was given four years for taking 
a@ girl named Kate Nevins from home 
for immoral purposes, and would have been 
overruled also had the defendant's attorney, 
Marshall F. McDonald, not beenincourt. He 
was 60 sure that the motion would be sus- 
tained that he had not prepared an argument 
in support of it, and he asked thatthe court 
lay the matter over to next law day to en- 
able him to submit a brief in the case, which 
was done. The same course was taken by 
the court with the motion in arrest in the 
case of James Walsh, who was given two 
years for cutting James J. Dowling, a grocer 
on North Third street, Ben Clark, the de-

A VETERAN PASSES AWAY. 


pore of Maj.-Gen. John Pope at San- 
dusky, O. 

At 11 o’ clock last night Maj.-Gen. Joun Pope 
died at the Soldiers’ Home at Sandusky, O., 
where be has been spending the summer 
with his brother-in-law, Gen. Manning F. 
Force, who is Governor of the home. Gen. 
Pope has been in poor health for some time, 
but improved much during the summer and 
expected shortly to return to his home in 
this city. He was seized with nervous 
prestration on Wednesday last, soon sank 
into an unconscious condition, and passed 
painlessly away last night. Hits daughten 
and his three sons were with him. 

Gen. Pope was one of the last of the soldier 
explorers. He was the son of Judge Nathan- 
jel Pope, the first United States Judge of the 
District of Illinois, and was born in Kaskas- 
kia, Ill., on Maren 16, 1823. He entered West 
Point, graduating in 1842, and has spent his 
life in the army. Being assigned to 
the corps of topographical engineers he ws 
engaged in explorations in Florida until 
the outbreak of the Mexican war, when le 


jointed Gen. Taylor’s army. 
atthe battle of Monterey, where he led a 
storming party, and was brevetted first 
lieutenant for gallantry inthe fieli. At the 
Dattle of Buena Vista he won his captain’s 
Dpevet for gallantry inaction. At the close 

the war he was engaged in adjusting the 
northeastern boundary between the United 
States and Canada, and subsequently in ex- 
plorations in the region of the Red River of 
the North, In 1853 Capt. Pope was 
ordered to Texas, and on the Staked Plains 
conducted a series of experiments with the 
object of ascertaining the possibility of ob- 
taining water by means of artesian wells. 
Until 1859 his life was spent constantly in ex- 
plorations among the Rocky Mountains and 
the Southwestern Plains, at that time over- 
run by hostile Indlans. He was promoted to 
a@ captaincy in 1856. Just before the out- 
Dreak of the rebellion he delivered an 
address in Cincinnati, in which Pres- 
ident Buchanan was _ criticised for 
not dealing more. sharply with the 
Stateg that had seceded. For this charges 
were preferred against him, but they were 
never brought to trial. On May 17 Capt. 
Pope was commissioned as Brigadier-General 
of volunteers, and assignedto dutyin Mis- 
sourt, At the head of his brig- 
ade in December, 1861, Gen. Pope 
captured a large Confederate force 
at Milford, and caused the retreat of Price to 
southeast Missouri. The army of the Miss- 
issippi was tnen organized and placed under 
his command, and on March 14, 
1862, New Madrid was capture‘, 
For this Gen. Pope received 
his commission as Major-General, and on 
April 8 his army, aided by Commodore 
Foote’s flotilla, captured Island No. 10, with 
Gen. Marshall anda 7 7,000 prisoners. The Army 
ofthe Mississippi then marched to join the 
forces under Haileck, arriving a short time 
after the battle of Shiloh. He took partin 
the advance upon Corinth and the pursult of 
Beauregard. On July 14 Gen. Pope was 
raised to the rank of Brigadier-General in the 
regular army, ordered East and placed in 
command of the Army of Virginia. ‘The 
campaign of the second Bull Run followed. 
No campaign of the war has led to so much 
investigation. After flerce figuting Pope was 
driven back on Washington by Lee, Long- 
street and Jackson, and asked to be relieve:l

That professional base ballis dying out no 
one will deny, but thatthe dissolution Is at 
hand is a little hard to believe. It 1s needless 
torepeatthe many causes that slowly but 
surely have been undermining the national 
pastime. It is a fact that the magnate’s 
pocket-book has been touched. Not a 
club in the twelve-club circuit will 
realize on the season. And now comes the 
Startling statement that Mr. Spalding and 
other League managers are seeking new 
fields for financial exploits. The Chicago 
Evening Journal is responsible for the state- 
ment thatthe magnatesare onthe point of 
abandoning the national game and setting 
about building up bicycling as a 
professional sport. The claim is 
made that a plan has been 
perfected to open bicycle parks In the large 
Cities, offer big cash prizes for contestants 
and secure the noted riders on contract, 
Zimmerman acknowledges that he has been 
approached onthe scheme with a tempting 
offer, and that similar propositions had been 
made to various other wheelmen. ‘‘Zimmy’’ 
Says he likes the scheme and will go inif the 
other cracks do. 

It would be a great thing for wheelmen, no 
doubt. The fact that it would convert such 
men as Zimmerman, Windle, Tyler, Taylor 
and Berlo into professionals cuts but very 
little figure. They and the men who ride 
with them are professionals in all but name 
and when they take off the thin cloak o 
amateurism they will hardly feel strange for 
the change. 

The matter might bea great thingto crack 
riders for a season or as longas the novelty 
of the things last, but, with professionalism 
the gambling element will creep. in 
and the general public . will 
keep their hands off. Another thing 
that militates is the popularity of horse rac- 
ing. The work.ofacompetent jockey ona 
thoroughbred animal isa much more excit- 
ing and alluring sightthan the exertions of 
Aman astride a wheel. The probability is 
that after the novelty wore off, wheel races 
could not compete with horse racing. The 
whole matter isalittle hazy just yet, but 
the record-breaking achievements of the 
crack riders during the past month 
have aroused public interest to such an ex- 
tent that something may come of it. 

One thingis certain, the base ball man- 
agers are too shrewd not to seethat the old 
pastime has lost ground and asthey are not 
apt to follow a losing game thereis a prob- 
ability that the Bicycle League will be formed 
if the necessary arrangements can be made.

If you study the books which are issued by 
the various associations, and look overthe 
lists of owners, and then make some iIngulry 
among the police officers and detectives 
of New York and other great cities, you will 
find that several of the owners that are
